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DORCHESTER Poverty 
Action Group chairman 
Margaret Barker says 
local people are now fac¬ 
ing eviction because of 
Government cuts to ben¬ 
efits. 

Writing in the parish 
magazine Dr Baker said 
the group had seen sev¬ 
eral people in this posi¬ 
tion in just a week. 

“Dorchester Poverty 
Action Group is dis¬ 
mayed by the callous cut¬ 
ting off of benefits, 
sometimes for weeks at a 
time, for whole families. 
This has been one of the 
main reasons for seeking 
our financial help over 
the past year.” 

Dr Barker said the 
group is also “despairing 
at the failure to acknowl¬ 
edge that for some people 
paid work is never going 
to be an option and 
everyone with disability,

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regardless of their prob¬ 
lems, is being put 
through the stress of 
changing benefits, with a 
pretence that there are, 
out there, jobs for every¬ 
one.” 

She contined that the 
group was saddened that 
disadvantaged people 
had lost most of their op¬ 
tions for positive activi¬ 
ties because their day 
centres, whether state or 
privately run, could not 
continue with no income. 

Dr Barker said in her 
article that there has been 
a current ‘fashion’ for 
blaming those in need, 
stigmatising people 
needing state support as 
“an under-class to be de¬ 
spised.” 

“Many of us are old 
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enough to know where 
such dangerous thinking 
can lead. We have forgot¬ 
ten the national compas¬ 
sion that created the 
welfare system. We may 
have forgotten to be 
ashamed when we see 
someone homeless.” 

The Poverty Action 


Group, Citizens Advice 
Bureau, together with 
local churches and other 
organisations involved in 
helping those less fortu¬ 
nate, have all seen an in¬ 
crease in the number of 
people locally in need of 
help over the past year. 

Volunteers say that, at 
times, donations to local 
food banks, barely keep 
up with the need from 
families in and around 
Dorchester. 
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ARTIST Shuna George is originally from North 
London and moved to Lyme Regis from Leicester¬ 
shire 18 months ago with her family. 

She is an active member and curate of Uplyme 
Church and is currently looking forward to her up¬ 
coming exhibition "In Full View" at the Town Mill, 
as well as organising art activities for the local 
community.

# HOW did you become involved with Uplyme 
Church? 

I joined the staff team a year ago, having studied for 
my theology degree at Nottingham University. I had 
visited the church whilst on holiday here and found it 
a very vibrant, caring faith community. 

• WHAT does your new role as curate entail? 

My curacy is a continuation of my training for ministry 
in the Church of England, so I get involved with and 
learn about all aspects of Christian leadership - pas¬ 
toral care, facilitating learning, praying and worship, 
helping everyone to grow nearer to God. 

• HOW did you become interested in art? 

I have always made things - the original Blue Peter 
sticky back plastic girl! Painting has become more 
central in my life in the last 10 years 

# WHAT kind of artwork do you create? 

I have seemed to settle upon large acrylic paintings as 
my chosen way of working. I love the freedom of scale 
and colour, and the forgiving nature of acrylic paint, 
which allows for much re-creation. 

# WHAT inspires your work? 

Much of my work is inspired by my journey through 
life with God. Sometimes the starting point is the sim¬ 
plicity of an object, a view, or a word. Other times the 
beginning is less clear, the work is more expressive and 
abstract. 

For me, painting is a way of praying - a creative con¬ 
versation with my creator. Painting can be very thera¬ 
peutic, it helped me get through breast cancer in 2010. 

• TELL us a bit about your exhibition "In Full 
View"... 

It is a joint exhibition of my own paintings and of tex¬ 
tiles by Marjorie Lee. It runs at the Town Mill Malth- 
house in Lyme Regis from April 4th to 14th. The title 
has three layers of meaning. Firstly, we believe that all 
people share a God-given creativity. When we explore 
and express this, we are somehow connecting to the 
divine, as well as each other; we are truly living life to 
the full. 



Secondly, we recognise a fullness - an abundance - 
in the world around us. This is reflected in what we 
choose as our subjects - be it vast seas and skies, 
masses of fish or flowers, or the great potential of an 
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enigmatic expression captured in a fleeting glance. 
Thirdly, we hope that our work itself is characterised 
by a certain exuberance - or abundance. The bright 
colours, the overlaying of thousands of stitches, the 
scale of the paintings which appear to overspill the 
edges of the canvas. 

• TELL us a bit about the "Abundant Art" activi¬ 
ties... 

Abundant Art was set up by the Reverend Jane Skin¬ 
ner, Lucy Tyte and myself, with the aim of providing 
an accessible, affordable community space where 
anyone can come and explore creativity and its link to 
spirituality. 

We are currently running drop-in sessions from 
lOamto 12noon on Wednesday mornings at the 
Powerboat Club, Monmouth Beach. All are welcome 
to come and bring a project to work on or have a go 
at something new. We hope to continue after Easter 
and to offer an additional Tuesday evening session 
from 7pm to 9pm. For more information people can

• WHAT do you like about living in the area? 

So many things! The coastal views, obviously, the walk 
along the River Llm, the arts opportunities, the 
schools, the theatre, the cinema, the chips, the fish, Lai 
Qilla, the lack of snow, but most of all, the people! 

• WHAT would you change about or add to the 
area if you could? 

More affordable housing and better employment op¬ 
portunities. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

Running up and down the seafront with some friends 
in an effort to keep fit and singing with Lyme Voices 
choir.

I think Richard Dawkins, Mary Anning and Jesus 
would be a good mix - engaging conversation and 
great wine, no doubt.

No care for the town of Dorchester? 


Protestors claim planners are destroying town's historic past 


MORE voices have been added to the campaign against 
proposals to allow more than a thousand home to be built 
outside the line of Dorchester’s bypass. 

Planners are being accused of only putting the sugges¬ 
tion forward at the last moment as a political expediency 
after objections to building in Crossways, Sherborne and 
the Beaminster area. 

Best-selling author Minette Waters has added her voice 
against the proposals along with the Hardy and William 
Barnes societies. 

She says that the development would ruin the approach 
to the county town and its associations with Thomas 
Hardy, whose Max Gate home overlooks the site, and 
William Barnes, the Dorset dialect poet and friend of 
Hardy, whose Rectory is just the width of the Broad- 
mayne Road away. 

Dr Alan Chedzoy, from the Williams Barnes Society, 
says the site is “probably the most important cultural site 
in the country” and says planners ought to take into con¬ 
sideration the importance of tourism to the county town. 

A petition against the proposals was collected in South 
Street on Saturday with town crier Alistair Chisholm 
using his skills to raise awareness of the concerns. 

“One thousand homes they plan to build beyond where 
Hardy dwelt, 

“T’other side of the bypass where Parson Barnes he 
knelt. 

“The district council’s asking us if this new plan’s OK. 
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“Should you have some thoughts on this, act now and 
have your say,” he said in a special cry written for the oc¬ 
casion. 

Protestors, and those in favour, have until March 14th 
to submit their views. 

Also joining the protest is Dorchester and District Lib¬ 
eral Democrats who claim that their poll found that 89 
per cent are against the idea of developing outside the by¬ 
pass line. 

In a leaflet the group says the reasons for objecting in¬ 
clude the fact that the site is next to an Area of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty; the effect the development would 
have on local schools and NHS services; added traffic 
congestion and the fact that much of the site is prone to 
flooding.

A little more light 
might lead to a 
little less uproar 

ONE almost feels sorry for West Dorset District 
council. 

They are stuck between, on the one hand, the cen¬ 
tral government's orders about how many houses 
are to be built in the region and, on the other hand, 
the'uproar'(to quote a district council official) from 
local residents when the council considers building 
those houses anywhere near them. 

The uproar, whether in Beaminster, Crossways, 
Sherborne or Dorchester, is understandable. By and 
large, the only local people who want to see more 
houses built in Dorset are property developers and 
building workers, and they are a minority. 

How can we arrive at a decent compromise on the 
location of houses in the new local plan? 

Here is a suggestion. We, the voters and council- 
tax payers, ought to be given some idea of the side- 
effects to be expected from each proposal. 

What would, for example, 1,000 new homes at 
Came View require in extra school places, hospital 
beds, road-widening, car parking (already a sore 
point locally because of the Charles Street fiasco), 
additional sewerage, and all the rest? 

How would this compare with the original propos¬ 
als for the other locations? 

In short, what's the additional cost in infrastruc¬ 
ture for the community? 

It's true that the local plan is only a 'strategy'- most 
of the details are supposed to come later, at the 
planning application stage. (They don't, but they're 
supposed to.) It's also true that most of the required 
infrastructure will not be WDDC's direct responsibil¬ 
ity. 

However, the proposed housing development at 
Coker's Frome was reportedly excluded from the 
local plan on the ground that it required too much 
spending on additional roads. And roads are not a 
district responsibility. So somebody is doing at least 
some of the maths, even at this 'strategy' stage. 

West Dorset District Council should be doing all 
the maths on infrastructure, however provisionally, 
and sharing the results with us. 

Then there might be a bit more light and, you 
never know, a little less uproar.

■ BADGER CULL IS NOT THE ANSWER: Simon Cripps from the Dorset Wildlife Trust 

Badger cull in Dorset would make 
problem worse says wildllife trust 


DORSET Wildlife Trust has con¬ 
demned a potential badger cull in the 
county, announced by Environment 
Secretary, Owen Paterson. 

Dorset has now been listed as a re¬ 
serve pilot cull area in the event of 
problems with either of the proposed 
cull areas in Gloucestershire and 
Somerset. 

In a statement the Wildlife Trusts 
says it is keen to find an effective, 
long term solution to the problem of 
Bovine TB, (bTB) but urges the gov¬ 
ernment to put more effort into an ef¬ 
fective vaccine instead of a cull. 


Simon Cripps, chief executive of 
Dorset Wildlife Trust, said: “We 
have a great deal of sympathy for 
farmers who lose stock as a result of 
bTB and are acutely aware of the 
problems this disease causes in 
Dorset. 

“However a badger cull is not the 
answer and is likely to make the 
problem worse by spreading the dis¬ 
ease onto farms previously unaf¬ 
fected.” 

Dorset Wildlife Trust believes bTB 
should be tackled on multiple fronts, 


including vaccines for badgers and 
cattle and use of all possible biose¬ 
curity measures to prevent transmis¬ 
sion between cattle. 

The proposed cull area for Dorset 
is kept a secret. DWT will not allow 
badger culling on its nature reserves 
and is currently planning to vacci¬ 
nate badgers, using an injectable vac¬ 
cine as trialled by Gloucestershire 
Wildlife Trust.

At the same time up to seven 
weeks have been allowed to build a 
shared use cycleway and footpath on 
the west side of Weymouth Avenue 
between Druids Walk and Maiden 
Castle Road. This could result in 
one-way traffic at some peak times. 


MAGNA Housing has revealed 
fears are growing for elderly people 
who cannot afford to heat their 
homes over winter. 

The local affordable housing 
provider aired its concerns as it 
gave £1,000 to an appeal tackling 
fuel poverty in the area. 

The organisation’s community 
development manager, Ken Body- 
combe said: “Fuel poverty is a 
growing concern particularly for 
the older generation. 

“Magna is keen to help address 
the problem.” 


The organisation made the dona¬ 
tion to the Surviving Winter Appeal 
which uses one-off payments to 
help pay the fuel bills of vulnerable 
people. 

Run by the Dorset Community 
Foundation (DCF), the appeal also 
channels donations into lunch clubs 
and social activities that bring older 
people together, as well as warmth 
packs and boiler repairs.

Union warns of NHS job cuts 


UNISON is warning about the po¬ 
tential for thousands of NHS job 
losses across the South West region 
- because of proposals from the 
group of trusts who have signed up 
to the regional employers pay con¬ 
sortium. 

The union says the business case 
being put forward for local, rather 
than national, pay rates and condi¬ 
tions could result in the loss of the 
equivalent of 6,000 full-time posts 
over the next three years. 

With that, claims the union, will 
be a reduction in the standard of 
services for patients. 

Unison says the employers are 
also planning to merge so-called 


‘back office’ functions and impose 
a two-tier employment regime. 

Joanne Kaye, UNISON regional 
secretary said: “This report paints a 
stark picture of financial reality in 
the NHS which is a world away 
from the claims of the Government 
that it is protected. 

“We will offer every assistance to 
trusts to campaign jointly on that 
issue and to lobby Government to¬ 
gether. However, to expect NHS 
staff to carry on bearing the pain, 
when this week, they have already 
agreed to make difficult decisions, 
is unacceptable and shows a callous 
disregard for their position. 

“We call on these Trusts to take a 


step back and work with us to im¬ 
plement the national agreement. 
Staff morale across these Trusts has 
already plummeted and we only 
have to look at the Francis Report 
in Mid-Staffordshire to see that 
where trusts pursue financial sav¬ 
ings at all costs, there may be dire 
consequences for patient care.” 

The union is seeking to present an 
alternative business case to all trust 
boards over the coming weeks and 
to speak to as many members as 
possible about the Consortium pro¬ 
posals.

Nurse's care will benefit 
patients in all hospitals 


A DORSET County Hospital project 
that led to improved care for pa¬ 
tients wearing surgical stockings 
has won a national award. 

Staff Nurse Linda Woodsford 
conducted an audit about the 
measuring and re-measuring of 
anti-embolism stockings on pa¬ 
tients on Ridgeway Ward. She dis¬ 
covered that a percentage of 
patients were being measured in¬ 
correctly which meant they were 
not receiving the maximum pro¬ 
tection against blood clots or pres¬ 
sure ulcers. It also led to them 


needing replacement stockings 
which added to the cost of treat¬ 
ment. 

Having identified the issue, Linda 
took steps to ensure patients are 
measured correctly and encour¬ 
aged the stocking manufacturers 
to change their packaging to in¬ 
clude information about the surgi¬ 
cal aspect of measuring, which will 
benefit patients and staff in hospi¬ 
tals throughout the country. 

Her work was recognised by the 
Healthcare Quality Improvement 
Partnership, which has presented 


her with an award under the creat¬ 
ing or improving efficiencies cate¬ 
gory of their annual Clinical Audit 
Awards. 

Clinical quality facilitator Carrie 
Ward, who supported Linda, said: 
"Linda's audit has led to some im¬ 
portant improvements for pa¬ 
tients, not only in our hospital but 
in others around the country. Her 
work demonstrates the impor¬ 
tance and benefits of conducting 
audits so we can continuously im¬ 
prove the care we offer our pa¬ 
tients."

SO, what's happening in the housing market at the mo¬ 
ment?

'Ricay suffer the Blues as they are hit for six

Tuesday, February 26th 
DORCHESTER Town warmed up the 
faithful fans that turned out at a bitterly 
cold Avenue Stadium by taking revenge 
on Billericay Town for a 3-1 defeat in 
Essex in October by hitting them for six. 

There was no suggestion of the sec¬ 
ond half onslaught at half-time when 
the Magpies led through an early Charlie 
Clough goal. 

A second goal soon after the break 
courtesy of a horrendous mistake from 
'keeper Sam Beasant, son of former 
Wimbledon and Chelsea stopper Dave, 
only appeared at that point to have 
given the hosts some breathing space. 

However as the half progressed, 
Dorchester now aided by the bitter 
northerly wind in their backs, broke the 
Blues resistance and they romped home. 

With new striker Kieffer Moore's thigh 
still sore after the dead leg leaving pres¬ 
ent given to him by former player man¬ 
ager Lee Hodge's at Truro last week, 
Charlie Clough, presented with the De¬ 
cember and January Player-of-the- 
Month award before the match, 
continued to partner Ben Watson up 
front. 

Magpies fans also got the opportunity 
to see new keeper Benjamin Buchel for 
the first time. 

The Lichtenstein international, initially 
on-loan from AFC Bournemouth for a 
month, was very confident and com¬ 
manding throughout and showed his 
class with his distribution and kicking. 

Watson who once again worked like a 
Trojan up front, caused panic within 20 
seconds of the start when he cut down 


the right before crossing a low ball into 
the six yard box but there was no one 
there to convert. 

However, four minutes later Dorch¬ 
ester had taken the lead. Beasant and a 
defender got in a muddle dealing with 
Sam Malsom's cross from the right and 
when Jamie Gleeson's shot was de¬ 
flected; Clough controlled the ball and 
composed himself before firing into the 
corner.

At the other end Beasant did well with 
a reactive save to deflect Malsom's 35- 
yard fizzer over the bar after the ball 
struck a divot in front of him and reared 
up.
